Ts & C’s apply 
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OAP’s dog collared 

Police officers swoop on home to seize pet that bit postie

A 77-year old widow from Epsom 
has been left distraught, after 
police officers swooped in to 
“arrest” her dog Albert, a small 
Yorkshire terrier with missing 
teeth. 

Ann Anderson, of Vernon 
Close, was at home on August 24 
when three police officers and 
a sergeant came round to her 
house to seize her six-year-old 
Albert with a dog seizure war¬ 
rant from the magistrates’ court. 

Mrs Anderson, who lives 
alone, tried to stop officers from 
seizing her Albert but was re¬ 
portedly told she would be ar¬ 
rested if she did not hand him 
over. 

Surrey Police said they had re¬ 
ceived several complaints about 
the behaviour of the dog, includ¬ 
ing a report on July 20 that Al¬ 
bert had been left outside inse¬ 
cure and bitten a postal worker. 

Mrs Anderson’s daughter 
Donna said: “He’s a good boy 
Yorkshire terriers are notori¬ 
ously yappy little dogs. He has 
not bitten anybody. He’s literally 
just grabbed the postman’s let¬ 
ters.” 

Officers investigating the 


incidents have informed Mrs 
Anderson the dog would not be 
“destroyed” but would have to 
be surrendered in order to be 
rehomed. She has requested the 
case be taken to court, and Sur¬ 
rey Police is awaiting a court 
date. 

Mrs Anderson, who has had 
the yorkie for two years, said she 
has not been allowed to visit Al¬ 
bert in the Chip stead kennel he 
was taken to and does not know 
whether she will see him again. 

Donna added: “My mum loves 
the little dog. 

“He’s her companion. He goes 
everywhere with her, for walks 
and shopping. The children from 
the local school call him a leg¬ 
end.” 

Surrey Police said Mrs An¬ 
derson had signed a dog con¬ 
trol measure, after Albert bit 
the ankles of a woman on April 
7. 

The agreement meant she was 
required to control the dog while 
in public, including wearing a 
muzzle and lead, and ensure the 
dog is not able to escape its gar¬ 
den in order to prevent further 
injury to members of the public. 

Failure to comply with any of 
the conditions could lead to the 
dog being seized and rehomed. 

More than 57,800 people have 
signed an online petition on 
Care 2 Petitions.

Burglar jailed 
for breaking in

A Carshalton man who bur¬ 
gled an Epsom home while two 
young children slept has been 
jailed. 

Christopher Ashman, 34, of 
Ferndale Crescent, was found 
guilty on September 4 by a ma¬ 
jority verdict following a trial 
at Guildford Crown Court. 

The jury heard how he 
broke into the property in 
Lansdowne Road during 
March this year and took a set 
of car keys, purse, handbag, 
and laptop. 

Both vehicles which were in 
the driveway - a black Audi A3 
and grey Mercedes CLS - were 
taken, while the home’s occu¬ 
pants, including two children, 
were asleep in bed. 

But the Mercedes was fit¬ 
ted with a tracker and later 
located roughly a mile away in 
Gainsborough Road. 

A pair of pliers, which did 
not belong to the vehicle’s 
owners, were discovered by 
officers in its rear seat and 
found to have Ashman’s DNA

on them. 

The jury also heard how the 
34-year-old broke into another 
home, in Furze Hill, King- 
swood, last November where 
he stole several items. 

These included a standalone 
safe containing watches, jewel¬ 
lery, cash, and “very sentimen¬ 
tal” family heirlooms from the 
master bedroom. 

Surrey Police officers found 
a screwdriver at the scene 
which did not below to the oc¬ 
cupants of the home. 

It was after the object was fo- 
rensically examined that Ash¬ 
man’s DNA was also found on 


it. 

He was arrested for the Ep¬ 
som burglary in April and, 
after officers searched his car, 
found a purse that matched the 
one stolen during the break-in. 

The handbag which was tak¬ 
en was later found following a 
search of his home address in 
Carshalton. 

Ashman was found guilty 
of two burglaries and theft of 
a motor vehicle in Kingswood 
and Epsom at the trial on Sep¬ 
tember 4. 

He was also found guilty of 
possession of herbal canna¬ 
bis. 

The 34-year-old was sub¬ 
sequently sentenced to four 
years in prison. 

PC Joe Brown, who inves¬ 
tigated the burglaries, said: 
“Ashman has broken into two 
houses and stolen a significant 
amount of property, including 
two cars. 

“He was brazen enough in 
one of the burglaries to break 
in while the occupants were 
asleep upstairs. However, he 
has not been clever enough to 
cover his tracks and has left 
behind tools he used to break 
in to both properties with his 
DNA all over them.

As a regular user of the A24 driving north 
into Epsom Town Centre I can’t help but feel 
that the proposed complicated and expensive 
traffic light system that is to be installed where 
the new 2-way South Street meets Ashley 
Avenue (outside Epsom Playhouse) is totally 
unnecessary.

Motor traffic travelling south on the new 
2-way section of South Street does not need 
lights at the Playhouse and the flow in other 
directions is regulated by use of the existing 
lights. 

Perhaps the savings can then be spent by 
Surrey CC on repairing or replacing some of 
the decrepit road surfaces around Epsom 
which clearly are going from very bad to even 
worse?

Youngster has 
his bike stolen

Surrey Police are appealing to 
the public for help identifying 
a boy after he was reportedly 
robbed of his bike in Epsom on 
bank holiday Monday August 27. 

A witness reported the rob¬ 
bery to the police, who have been 
unable to trace the victim. 

The incident allegedly oc¬ 
curred at 6.30pm on Green 
Lanes near Chessington Road, 
shortly after a group of two or 
three men threatened a family 
with knives. 

Surrey Police said no one was 
injured but the family were very 
shaken. 

One of the men, who were 
seen driving a black Toyota 
with yellow wing mirrors, ap¬ 
proached a boy on the other side 
of the road and robbed him of 
his pedal cycle. 

The Toyota and stolen bicycle 
then headed towards Longmead 
Road. 

Sergeant Andrew Bailey said: 
“This was an extremely fright¬ 
ening incident for the family, 
especially for the children, who 


have been left shaken by the be¬ 
haviour of these men. 

“The boy who had his bike 
robbed has not reported it to us, 
but we would like him to come 
forward so we can support him 
and he can assist us with our en¬ 
quiries. 

“If you know of a boy who’s 
bike has gone missing recently, 
please ask them where it has 
gone and encourage them to 
come forward if they were this

CRAZY RICH ASIANS (12A): If Richard Curtis transplant¬ 
ed one of his frothy romantic comedies full of beautiful, 
privileged people falling in love across the class divide to 
the Far East, the result would be strikingly similar to Crazy 
Rich Asians. Based on the novel by Kevin Kwan, Jon 
M Chu’s crowd-pleasing confection relies on well-worn 
genre tropes and lovingly gift-wraps every luxurious frame 
in the splendour of modern-day Singapore. Chu’s film in¬ 
vests almost two hours showcasing the south-east Asian 
state’s breath-taking beaches, spectacular high-rise ho¬ 
tels, designer boutiques and mouth-watering street food. 
Scriptwriters Peter Chiarelli and Adele Lim don’t stray 
from tried and tested rom-com conventions and they 
arm a good-looking all-Asian cast with crisp one-liners 
including some standout barbs from Awkwafina, who 
was last seen stealing scenes and jewels in Ocean’s 8. A 
prologue set in a rain-drenched 1995 London is hard to 
swallow but the rest of director Chu’s silky-smooth cock¬ 
tail goes down a treat. 

KING OF THIEVES (15): King Of Thieves dramatises the 
2015 Hatton Garden safety deposit box robbery, offer¬ 
ing one expletive-laden version of events masterminded 
by screenwriter Joe Penhall. Considering the rich source 
material and an Oscar-calibre cast led by Sir Michael 
Caine and Jim Broadbent, director James Marsh’s film 
is curiously devoid of suspense or engaging characters. 
The only thing separating this lacklustre tale of dodgy 
geezers and divided loyalties from Lock, Stock And Two 
Smoking Barrels’ countless imitators is the advancing 
years of the central protagonists. Director James Marsh 
stages the pivotal robbery with assurance but his film ar¬ 
rives a week after the riveting true-life crime thriller Ameri¬ 
can Animals, and wilts in comparison. 

SUPERFLY (15): It’s not easy being a dope dealer with¬ 
out living like one. So says the lead character of Direc¬ 
tor X’s soulless update of the 1972 blaxploitation caper 
Super Fly, which starred Ron O’Neal as an enterprising 
criminal with “a plan to stick it to The Man” and a ghetto 
fabulous wardrobe to complement the hip soundtrack 
masterminded by Curtis Mayfield. Every frame of Super¬ 
fly looks expensive but while the price tags on charac¬ 


ters’ threads might be ridiculously high, the quality of Alex 
Tse’s script is cheap and cheerless. Director X’s version 
adheres closely to the plot of the original albeit with a few 
timely updates and stylistic tweaks plus a gratuitous soft¬ 
core threesome in a shower. Leading man Trevor Jack- 
son has the fast car and voluminous hair to match Ron 
O’Neal’s earlier incarnation, swagger for self-conscious 
swagger, but his chancer’s lack of emotion under pres¬ 
sure gives us no compelling reason to root for the enter¬ 
prising bad boy. 

THE NUN (15): In the 2016 horror The Conjuring 2, para¬ 
normal investigators Ed (Patrick Wilson) and Lorraine 
Warren (Vera Farmiga) are terrorised by an ashen-faced, 
demonic nun with glowing eyes called Valak (Bonnie Aar¬ 
ons). The origin of this hell-bound harpy in a habit, teased 
in a post-end credits scene in last year’s Annabelle: Crea¬ 
tion, provides a couple of predictable jolts, but no last¬ 
ing shivers in Corin Hardy’s creaky supernatural horror. 
Based on a script by Gary Dauberman, The Nun employs 
familiar tropes to pit a battle-scarred holy man (Dem- 
ian Bichir) and a fresh-faced postulant (Taissa Farmiga) 
against ancient evil, which can assume myriad forms 
and heralds its approach by inverting crucifixes. Every 
brush with death is clearly telegraphed and characters 
repeatedly bid farewell to common sense by investigating 
strange sounds on their own down darkened corridors. 
Abandon hope of spine-chilling terror all ye who enter a 
cinema showing The Nun. 

PUZZLE (15): A selfless fortysomething mother pieces 
together her future by prioritising her desires for a change 
in director Marc Turtletaub’s nuanced character study. 
Based on an Argentinian film released in 2010, Puzzle 
observes the ebb and flow of family life at close quarters, 
gently exposing the unspoken dreams, careless criticism 
and fractured self-confidence, which bind a dysfunctional 
clan in the suburbs of New York, where religion and rou¬ 
tine hold sway. Glasgow-born actress Kelly Macdonald 
blossoms before our eyes as the downtrodden home¬ 
maker, who is reborn when she discovers a gift for com¬ 
pleting jigsaw puzzles at speed. She expresses her wife’s 
maelstrom of emotions with a tremulous gesture or linger¬ 


ing glance, which speak louder than screeds of dialogue. 
Pleasingly, the various elements of a gently paced script 
don’t slot neatly into place - Turtletaub’s drama is merely 
a corner piece of a much larger picture. 

AMERICAN ANIMALS (15): Based on the true story 
of four young men who orchestrated a daring heist in 
December 2004 at Transylvania University in Kentucky, 
American Animals elegantly melds documentary and 
dramatisation to sift through the contradictory testimo¬ 
nies of the perpetrators. The reliability of these remorseful 
narrators, who were arrested and sentenced, stokes the 
intrigue of writer-director Bart Layton’s thriller. “I guess 
you just have to take my word for it,” comments one real- 
life robber, who appears on screen alongside the actor 
playing him. The men’s words and actions blur - a neat 
stylistic conceit, which Layton uses sparingly and to 
great effect as his film gathers momentum, careening at 
alarming speed towards an inevitable final reckoning. “In 
real life, the bad guys don’t get to ride off into the sunset 
with the money,” one robber notes. 

THE MISEDUCATION OF CAMERON POST (15) 


Based on a novel by Emily M Danforth, The Miseducation 
Of Cameron Post chronicles the damage wrought by a 
gay conversion therapy camp through the eyes of one 
girl (Chloe Grace Moretz), who wages a war of attrition 
against counsellors and discovers her greatest weapons 
are her compassion and wit. The script, co-written by 
director Desiree Akhavan and Cecilia Frugiuele, skips 
nimbly though an emotional minefield of raging hormones 
and adolescent angst as tortured teenagers - known 
as disciples - root out the source of their supposed 
imperfection. One girl suggests that her father’s love of 
TV sports might have negatively impacted her femininity 
at an impressionable age. It’s easy to scoff, but the ma¬ 
jority of US states have not banned conversion therapy 
for minors on the basis of gender identity or sexual 
orientation.Acerbic humour is deftly employed to cut 
through the tension between camp staff and disciples, 
emboldened by a purse-lipped supporting turn from 
Jennifer Ehle as the therapist, who claims her 
practices can help teenagers rediscover the path to het¬ 
erosexuality.

The number offactors involved in purchasing a first home 
can feel overwhelming.

1) Is there the possibility for growth? Most of 
the time, property is a medium to long-term commitment, 
therefore it is importantto look for a property that can grow 
with your developing needs.

NEW CAR REVIEW: MG GS 
By Jonathan Crouch 

Crossovers now come in all 
shapes and sizes but if you 
want one capable of taking the 
family-something Qashqai-sized 
-then typically, you’re looking at 
having to find around £20,000 
to get it new. If any brand could 
substantially reduce the asking 
fee necessary to get one of these 
kinds of cars in your driveway, 
they’d have a strong proposition 
to offer. Well MG has done just 
that with this GS model, arguably 
its most credible car yet. 

To start with, only one engine 
is on offer here, a 1.5-litre turbo 
petrol unit with 164bhp - a little 
more poke than you might expect 
from a car at this price point, 
especially as the poke comes in 
concert with a useful 250Nm of 
torque. Small to medium caravans 
and trailers of up to 1,750kg in 
weight should be no problem. 

Of course, if you are thinking of 
towing, you’d probably prefer 
it if MG offered a diesel or a 
bigger-capacity petrol alternative. 
Apparently the 1.9-litre diesel 
from the MG6 will fit beneath the 


bonnet - and in other markets, 
there’s a 2.0-litre turbo petrol 
engine option. On these shores 
though for the time being, we’ll 
need to be satisfied with the 1.5. 

You do at least get a choice 
of transmissions - a manual or a 
dual-clutch DCT unit that doesn’t 
decimate your economy figures. 
With the rather long-throw stick 
shift, rest to 62mph takes a 
reasonable 9.6s. You shouldn’t 
be disappointed by the neutral 
forgiving handling and bodyroll 
is well controlled. It is necessary 
though, to work the little motor 
quite vigorously to maintain eager 
forward momentum in the lower 
reaches of the rev range. 

Most will probably think the 
swoopy looks of the GS to be 
quite appealing - which should 
get customers to take interest 
in the showroom. Alloy wheels 
of at least 17-inches in size are 
standard across the range, as 
is a sporty rear spoiler. Inside, a 
few more of MG’s budget origins 
become obvious when it comes to 
the quality of some of the plastics 
used - but hey, look at what 
you’re paying. And check out the 
equipment too. Spec up a rival 


to this level and you’d be paying 
thousands more. 

The GS is quite practical too. 
The boot is bigger than you’d 
get in, say, a Nissan Qashqai, 
though its aperture does narrow 
around the edges. And there’s 


plenty of space for folk in the 
rear, though the level of the floor 
is a little high. From mid-range 
spec, you can adjust the backrest 
angle of the rear seat for greater 
comfort on longer journeys and 
the top ‘Exclusive’ model comes 


with full leather upholstery, which 
certainly lifts the cabin a bit. 

Approach the GS with 
expectations in line with the 
prices being asked and you won’t 
be disappointed by what it offers. 


There’s a package of space, 
equipment and performance 
here that would cost substantially 
more from directly comparable 
Qashqai-sized Crossover rivals. 
Yes, some of these may feel a 
little more polished inside but 
the gulf in quality between these 
brands and MG isn’t what it 
once was. 

In short, here’s a family car 
with a bit of style to it that could 
make a lot of sense for the right 
kind of buyer.

Getting the most out of your test drive 



Buying a new car is a big deal 
and a test drive is an important 
part of the buying process. A test 
drive can tell you things about the 
car that no research or salesman 
will. How you feel driving the car 
can be the trigger to you signing 
on that dotted line. So make sure 
you get the most out of it with a 
little bit of planning. Here's what 
you should consider. 

Spend time on your test drive 
Ask if you can have the car for the 
day or the evening: they can only 
say no. If the answer is negative, 
try and at least get a few hours 
with the vehicle and try and 
ensure that for some of that time, 
the sales person leaves you alone. 
Bring your family or your partner 
After all, they'll have to live with the 
car too and they'll bring a useful 


extra perspective. Getting some 
feedback from the perspective of 
a passenger can be really handy. 
Get them to sit in the back to test 
out legroom and general space. 
Get a thorough rundown of the 
controls before you set off 
Don't be too proud to do this. 
You're not going to be able to 
properly concentrate on the job 
in hand and you're going to be 
dangerous if you find yourself 
trying to figure out how to tune 
in your favourite station, how the 
Bluetooth works or what various 
buttons are for halfway round your 
test route. 

Choose a varied driving route 

You're not going to learn much 
about the car if all you do is shoot 
up and down the local dual 
carriageway. Try and include a 


mixture of both challenging roads 
you know and some you don't. 

Get someone else to drive at 
some point 

There are things about the car 
you'll discover from the passenger 
seat that you'll never know if you 
constantly stay behind the wheel. 
Ask questions 
Don't worry about sounding 
stupid. More often that not, some 
of the things you don't like might 
be unique to the spec of the 
car you're driving, especially 
if you're buying a brand new 
model. Dealerships can't run 
demonstrators of every spec in 
a particular model range and it 
might be that a different engine, 
transmission or specification 
choice would solve your irritations. 


Always drive at least two 
comparable cars from different 
brands preferably on the same 
day or over the same weekend. 

Never buy there and then 

At the end of the test drive, always 
walk away and think it through. Is 
there a coffee shop nearby? Take 
some time and talk it over with 
anyone else involved. 


Don't feel you have to buy from the 
dealer that gave you the test drive. 
Just because you like the car, it 
doesn't mean you have to buy 
it from that dealer. All they've 
earned from giving you the test 
drive is first shot at quoting you on 
the sale. Don't feel obligated to 
take it further.

Ready for park road relay 

Hercules Wimbledon Athletic Club host the annual Surrey County road relay championships from their Wimbledon Park track 
headquarters on Saturday with hundreds of runners from all over Surrey and South-West London taking part, writes Tom Poliak. 
Championship races for all seven categories - senior men and women, veteran over 40, 50 and 60 men and veteran women over 35 
and 45 - will start simultaneously at 12noon with the senior men running six laps, the over 60 men and over 45 women three laps 
and all the other teams doing four laps. The relays start and finish on the athletics track where the takeovers all take place. After 
leaving Wimbledon Park, the runners race along Wimbledon Park Road and Church Road, past the All England Tennis Club and then 
up a steep hill past the iconic St Mary's Church. They then run along Arthur Road and Home Park Road before re-entering the park 
and running alongside the park boundary before returning to the athletics track. A total of 113 teams from 20 clubs have entered 
this year's county road relays. The largest entry is for senior men, where there are 22 teams with Hercules Wimbledon fielding three. 
It is the 21 st year the county road relay championships will be staged at Wimbledon Park. They were transferred there from Walton 
in 1998. The men last won in 2014 and have been among the medals every year since. They were runners-up last year when the 
women were fourth. In 2016, Hercules Wimbledon women took the bronze medals.
